On July 9, 1942 PSTSt GI.SIBL admitted before confiuontial source of la- 
-formation T-2 that he resided at 113 Schermen Place^ 'Jaukcgan, niihois. In 
reviewing his life history,- GI3SIBL adyised that he had been born in 
Nuremberg;, Bavaria , Germany, in 1900 j that ho was a private in the German, 
Artillery in Jorld .far. Ifo. 1, along with his four brothers. GISSIBL recalled 
that hO' had bt^en rt."leasv.>d fran the Army in 1918 and lYom 1919 tijrough 1923 
he 'worked in Hamiburg as a^ tailor. On the latter date, ho immigrated to the 
United Status, .and he became a citizen in 1929. 
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Referring to the socivties to which he had belonged, GISSIBL. mcntiohGd that 
he joined the Toutohia Club whosa purpose ./as in 1928 ta keep jjiimigrants 
together. " ' . 

Rovievdng the history of th^. Teutonia Club, it 1/as brought out by GISSIBL 
that this club was first started in 1924 by ijIlITZ GISSIBL ^fho had cone to 
the United States ia 1923> namoly in bocomber. PSTEfl GISSIBL recall jd that 
his brother, JRITZ^ had boon a .student at 'the University of Hamburg and 
that PETMl had .sent him mon^^y in prder to come^to America. At this time, 
5R1TZ GISSIBL v/as about t%/enty y^^ars old. i'urther cqncerniri^ the Tvutonia 
Club, it vas brought out by P^Wi OI'JSUL that -tha Mjvionds of New Germany 
vras formed out of the ^jutonia Clu> in Soptemfeer or October of 1932^ '^' 

GISSIBL mentioned another loaaer of the Toutonia Giu^, namwljr oug "IRANIC 
IJOBELS. It \ras ascertairicd that N0BEL3 as wall as ?RITZ GISSIBL .had returned 
to Germany, 3?ftITZ haying gone back in December of 1936. -'''

Concern- 
ing the League offices PJETSR GISSIBL said that one JO? HANSON, vrho he believed 
was ^presently in Nev^ York,' was president of the organization and in 1936, ^nd 
out of the iTriends of ?few Germany, came the subject organization. PETER 
GISSIBL mentioned one Dr. HUBERT SCHNUGH vmo was th6 Leader about 1933 or 34 
and PETm GISSIBELi said that later on his brother flllTZ became National

Preceding vath the history of the Germarl American Bund, PET3R GISSIBL advised 
that in 1936 5RITZ KUHIJ became leader and he was more or less> responsible 
for appointing one TON! KILLER and later KARL SAUTTER, as Unit Leaders in. 
Chicago,^ Illinois. PETHl GISSIBL admitted' that in 1937 and 1938 he was ^Unit 
Leader and he v/as succeeded by Dr. OTTO Y/ILLWISIT. , . - , ^ 

Going back to the Teutonia CluO, PETEP^ GISSIBL recalled thsit this Club had/ 
about twelve different groups in t^he United States and his brother -tras ^ '. 
largelj^ responsible for the organizing of these various groups at a Nevr, 
York Convention, the exact, date of vridch h^ v/as not certain. As a result 
of l^ITZ GISSIBL being National Leader, it v/as necessary for him to move, to' 
New, York at*\rtuch place he was denied the right to become a citizen jof the

PETEE GISSIBL opinioned that it was -entirely possible that the friends of 
Nev; Germany changed their name to* Ger*nan Ameri^can Bund in 1936 upon orders' '.

PET.^ 'GISSIBL ro called that a man by the nbino of MILLER was not only a . . 
member .of the Suhd-but also in the Singing^ Society io they called* lilLLEPt ' 
and said, "Come up here, j'e v;ant to talk to you.. You snoop ground in the 
.Singing Society and see who is really a gopd f ellov/ .rxxid ^bolidvcs in^ more- or

Realizing the. danger of being implibatod m such a froup, PETSR GISSIBL said 
that in 1938, irttilc; on a trip to Germany, he contacted his brother, WTU, 
f^^'^fu'"*-^"^ the JJlowdovm"- on thu purpose of the Buna, stating to his brother 
thst there vero many innocent racm,x;rs in thu Jund ^/ho \,-ould do no harm to 
the. United States,- but were becoming innocently involved moroly as members of 
subject organization. PSTER GISSIBL foresaw an investigation bv the Govern- 
ment of the Bund. GISSIBL hinted that one o. the main ourpojes of the visit 
to Jermany in 1938, at which time ho contacted his brother, W^'^, './as to

The purpose 
in this order i/as- to give the Gefman Nationals in America a right to join 
the Bund. The Gorman ifetionals wore expressing, the fooling that they Vrcro 
being disregarded. PSTSR. GK.SIBL remember jd that KUHN had told hjm thrt 
according to HITLER'S decree, the idea of becoming a citizen in order to 
join the i^und vras merely a camouflage. P;TBFe GISSIBL admitted that this 
1938 trip to Germany was paid in part by the uornan American Bund and also 
m- part by the German American Business League. PETIK GISSTBL v/ent on to

u,i\(r-.r of the .Friends of Now Germany. GOKnuCK, according^ to PETER GISSIBL 
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nras attending a schoch. in Berlin, sfcudying political soi^nca, alSSBI^ .

GI6SIHL denied tKat during this conversation in 1935 any Diention ivas made 
of tfre^if^ien^ds of Nevr Germany as PEKSl QISSI 3L was inactive, at that time.

D. vfas organizod under the 
T.Vionds of Now Cernany in order to maintain or^or as a strong arjuy group, 
wspjcially ayainst the C. I. 0. and Communist groups •■;ho vould dGSir3 to 
broak up 3uhd nioetings. PS'r:3^ GISSIBL ,saiu, hoifcyyr, thatthoro Mas no 
necessity for thu 0.

Concerning the uniform ^fbrn by th.c- Cf, D. , GISSIBL mentionad that it consisted 
of a grey shirty ^cy over-seas cap, Sam Brown belt, black trousers, and a 
swastika on the arm band. ' ' 

It v/as Ixjarned that .oho HSJTrc BAIBS^G residing on Lincoln Avenue, Chicago, 
furnished tho. swastika irisignias and also sold swastika pins at Haus 
Vatsrland, the meeting place of the Chicago Unit. According to GISSIBL, 
BA?STi??,G also sold the literature as a sxdo. lino and GISSIBL mentioned that 
BAJBERG \/as socrotary of the Reichsdeutsche VereinJiigung. 

Concerning the offical publication of the subject organization, GISSIBL 
stated that the "/fockruf" was published by the Teutonia Publishing Company 
and that the Teutonia Publishing Ccartpany u&s incorporated for $1000.00 
and that the shares sold for ^10.00 each. GISSIBL mentioned one ALBSiT 
KOLB as being mainly interbstod in the Yeutonia Publishing Company as, he • 
bought the majority of the- sharus and GISSIBL sta.ted that there was a corapai^y 
in the East doih^ the same typo of \^ork, being kno\yn as thG German- American 
Bund Publishing Company.

HITLER was not yet it/ power but ?iS^ GISSIBL" said, "It\va3 our purpos,e hero 
in the United Statvi% to help as much as possibly on our side in a financial 
way so ho could got' in. power. " It -.ras' furthc-r opinioned by GISSIBL that 
Bund policies i/oro directed more or less after RITZ GISSIBL' 3 consultation 
with G0EB3EL or with some momfecr of the Propaganda Ministry in Germany.

Concerning the other document's GI£)SI;BL admitted having ordered irom the 
Eiarl<:et Printing Company were a hand bill 'announcing on l^ebru'ary 23, 1936 
a t^lk to- be given by WILLIAH KUNZE wl^o was to discuss lrar> revolution, 
stlrikes, and investigation of tho German American Bund. 5!his hand bill 
stated that the Director of the 3ure'au of Public Information Y/ould' answer 
questions regarding these subjects.- This' "Director", according to GISSIBL 
was V/ILLIAH KUNZE and GISSIBL recalled that KUJES^ in his speech, condemned 
the Jews*,r our monetary system and the Communists. In explanatiopi, GISSIBL 
.stated that the Office of the i^irector of Public information was in the 
'Propaganda Department of the Bund.

It Mas ascertained throu^-h this interview with PSTSi GISSIBL that sub/5ect 
organisation sold, other societies on'the^Nazi forrt of government by workirg 
from-vithin and made it look like public opinion. Finally, however, WSHZ 
KUHfl became too domineering and spoiled things according to GISSIBL, who' 
admitted that he had done a good 30b in lining up the other organizations 
v/ith the Uazi policy. It was brought out by PiSTiH at.SIBL that, in his

things done. X do 'not knoy/ really yjrtiat^ to talle aboUt, it \fould go too l^ 

V/e could ^o to sorae politician or to sbrae' police headquarteJ^^s 
Y/hich 1 do^ not ^vant to discuss. I do not knor ifvyou understand t^^hy but th4.s 
is* a thing Tdid not want to tall: about.

GTSSIBL/said 
that the films were sho-s/rt in buildings unfit for use and condemned for 
dangerous buildings' but that these buildings could be used by paying off 
a public 'official;* ''xhe origin of these pictures and films were the 
Gouhsulate^Offlce ana also BAMBS^G'S supply house previously mentioned

It vras stated>y PETSR GISSIBt that the principal propaganda concerned 
itself T/lth keeping America out of European^ 'entan<jlements, and/maiat^ining 
a strong Isolationist attitude. PETE?' USiSSIBL gave tho statement at this 
time that FRITZ ICUHN' had illusions about creatin^^ a govjornment. in* America 
similar ' to the New Order in\vrermany. As^a Inatter of 'fact, PETHE/a'drnttted 
that, he learned .in his 1938 Interview vfith^his' brother HtlTZ-that subjectr- 
organisation Vfas for the pdr poser of lurtherih:;. the'ife'si form of.

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;auong other pieces of literature T/hicxK >/ere discussed by PST'^i GISSLIL v/ith 
T-2 Y/as an announcements of a shovring ot an American film entitled "Y/ith 
the ,Gerinan Youth in Albania. »» Jhis film v;as listed by P^THJl GISSIBL as 
typical propaganda. Another piece of vritten matter p'eriaihed to the - 
^Theodore Koerner Schule^ a school of the Buna named afte]^ v'^nODCftB KOSRKSflx 
an- outstanding hero of hi:^, time^, known prlncipal^y^s one of 'Japoleon»s 
opponents • According to P3T3R> the school "*/as supez*vised by a Ilrs,. 
Professor ^Si3GSSCffiiID^ a for^ner teacher in Germany and also in i)he Onited 
States, PF.TSPv GISSIBL- said, "Through her icnoT/ledge of the Araericaa system 
of schooling irhlle she understands to injfluenoe our children in an effective 
>;ay, « School >fas' held in an annex to the Haus Vaterland and the purpose 
o£ the school v;as- 1) to get the children to go to schoolj 2) to pick: out 
leade^ps for the Youth iM'ovement; and 3) infiltration of Nazi philosophy* 
Further inforniatioh was gathered concerning the Theodore Kberner Schule 
vl]en PjJTSfl GIS3I3I, said, TJell^ the YoiXth moventeht, the Youth Movement 
was, the purpose was^ little by little to infiltrate the Na2ii philosopliy 
in their v/ay of thinking in their^ spiritual life.

TSPJi of office, HITL5E'S picture was displaycd,\ It is to be noted that 
'9W^J) GISSIBL signed SAIHTZR'S petition for naturalization anu ^t the 
present time tlnr'e ^s a Denaturalization pc^ndinj a^^ainst CAHL SAUTTEPv^ .

Concerning one Irene IIATZ former secretary to 'Dr-. OTTO V/ILLmraiT,. P^TSR 
GISSIBL stated that Mrs, Vi^'iL had told him that die vaij very close to 
German officials in Germany %;hile she re'siuod therd ana ^/as active in the 
Secret service in Gemany. P3TER further montionr-d that Mrs. Jl/iTZ attempted 
to obtain work at the ^und School but since there, i/as no vacancy, s^uch a 
roquost was denied her. According to GISSIBL, vfhen Dr^ V/ILLUIFSIT is but 
of *to7m-, iRE;^'S li/:TZ "is the Bund." ^^It v;as further brought out through .^ 
conversation with P3T3JI GISSIBL that. 3KENS YK^L did not agree with him

Vigid rules of the Society was that the Gorman National hov 
take out, his American citizenship. TCIHSk GISSIBL also gav^ 
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that this Society celebrated HITLER'S birthday anu also celebrated the 
return of Austria to uemany. According to GI35I 3L, this bociety ^vas 
formulated in 1936. 

The name of one HEIIIRICH SASS v/as .brought out and GISSJBL advised that 
SASS had to ^et out of the German American Bund vihen the order came from 
Germany that all German Nationals should leave the 3und. PBT^R GISSI3L 
listed SASS as a fanatic Nazi. 

Concerning: -other individuals active in sigbjoct organization, P^lTlSp: OISfJIBL 
listed one HUGO LUETJE as. a strong -Jund member and also a -member of the. 
Stbrm^ 'LVoopers or 0. D, and very pro-Nazi. Although GISSI3L could attribute 
no specific statement vhich LU-3TJ& ever made, GI33I3L did £^ay, hci^'ev.er, 
that it was not LUZTJS'S habit tp miss any ^of the 3und meetings. GIS3IBL 
further recalled that LU3TJS, alb one. time volunteered his services ta go 
to Milwaukee to, protect one of the ^und meetings. It is further notjed 
that LUSi'JS; Vfas designated by hies. IffiTZ to be- in ciiarge: of affairs- at, 
Kaus Vaterland v/hen both she. ahJ Dr. 7fi;LLUII3IT were absent from Chicago. 

PBTER OISSIBL conclud>3d his intervi^'/ *dth T-2 by giving some infomation 
concerning Nazi pscinciples .. P^i^J^ GToSIBL saic. that it makes no difference 
v/hat methods you, use tp obtain your ^0^15 vhether it is lying, cheating, or 
corruption.. S.uch activities make no clifference as long as your goal is^ 
/attained'.. Ability to give orders as v/ell as to take ..orders and carry them 
out 'to fulfillment is a major i:act.or in Nazism. Concerning the Nazi decrees 
on religon,. PETEFt GIG^IBL balioves' that Na^zism teaches that you *dd not have 
to Uelpng to any, church or^ attend any churchy that you can be a Christian 
or ^a pagan in sc long as- yoy- perform for the government, it ^as PETER 
GISSIBL.'S opinion, that -a slow disintegration of religon, rather than rapid 
pne^ is. batter -because- the effect is longer lasting, GISSIBL further 
stated that as far as the Nazi officials of Germany, they are supposed to 
be moral but as Xar as outside agents are concerned, "Syerything goes.*^ 
G*3SI3L stated tha/o^ the activity of ibreign Agents v/ent so f^r as. to 
countenance m.urdor. 

As regards supplying information to Genaany, GISSI3L recall^^d that when 
an individual of German angestry expressed himself in an anti-Nazi fashion 
in -the newspapers^ the clipping vas remov.od from that, pap^^-r vith the date 
line and the samo- va^ iorwarded to }h\r York. GIS3I3L supposed that these 
clippings voro later sent to Germany so that a ;list could bo mde up of 
non*sympathetic; Germans, 

As. regards political activity,^ GIoSIBL. said In regard to the presi- 
dential, election of 1936 that I'RITi; KUHN first gave ordorsr to vota for 
LSvKE ana t\/o >/eoks before th^* ^-loction advised that thu Bund vote should 
go to LAHBON. .At thi:;-^ time, ^ccorain^ to GlisiBE, a tologram ^ras sent to 
Germany- by FRITZ. KUHH vhich had the folloi/ing contents, "Plenso advise 
(to: whom) the decisive motion goos - LAJiDON or LSHCS,," and thereupon 
riHN' roceivcjd tho following ansi/or, "Uot xntcrostc'd in decisive motion in 
U.S.A, In an- attempt to verify thQ sending of tliis. t.;l^;5ram, Plf2m GISSIBL 
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School of ■C'ngineoring in Hili/aukv;o; that ho returned to Germany in 1921 and 
\/hilc in Gormany:,, he pursued a course in tslectronics at Charlottenhorg 
for a period of nine; months. It v/as at this time that -ho met his wife 
and ho returned to the United States in March of 1923. 14\TZ informed T-2 
that his parents had.b^coDi6 citizens in 1912. 

Concerning his affiliation v/ith subject organisation, VkUl recalled that he 
joined the Bund in 1938 jdr 1939 and although he stated' that ho ^/as no longer 
a member after about nine months, li/iTZ admitted, however, that he stAll 
attended Bund meetings. lIAiTZ denied that ho was ever ,a member of the 
Friends of '.Nov viermany or any other German ooci.ty prior to joining the Bund, 

Goncer ing the Teutonia Publishing Company, J,iA!iZ recalled that he had held 
the office of vic^*' president for a fev/ monthsj' that this Society v/as 
housed' also in Haus Vatorland ana ttet h^ \^as associated ^rith HLLIAH KURZ 
and also one Mr. OHT. According to Ji'vTZ his principal activities ^/ore 
signing his name wh^nevGir necessary but he could recall no specific docu- 
ments to %rhich ho attached his signature, iifi^TZ mentioned that the Teutonia 
Publishing Company in Chipago -./as disolved and vas taken over by the 
Nev/ lork office, although no date Xor sam^ '.ms given, t^u^stionod regarding 
the A. V. Publishing. Cojipany, ILVf2 gav.^ negativ , information regarc;ing same. 
M/i'tZ did say,. hov;ev6r, tliat AL357'J KOLB continued to act b.^ distributor for 
maga^^ines ^.n6. the' paper vMs sent fVom th;j >A. V. Publishing Company in Now 
York. Like'^./ise negative, inforniation v/as recuivod frpm IIATZ regarding the 
German American Travel Center. Although IJ/i^Z could give no informatioh 
regarding thu type .of office ^,/ork carried- on -by his i/ifc ho admitted, 
hoY/over, thatrhis wife -jras active in teaching tht; German Language to the 
children. It is to be noted th::t thi^ information .appears contrary^ 'to "that 
given by PE^PISR^ GISSIBL formerly in ^this repbi^t. Although- 1{/.T2 admitted 
having a Bund pin "./ith k swastika thereon,^ -hi said thr^t'-he wore it , only 
once, or Vwice. and he could nbt give any of tho purposes 'of the Bund but did 
rccaUpne f act, namely, that WiHZ ©ISSIBL >told^ hini that one must*' be- a 
citisen to join the ^und. Regarding speeches -mad^ at Haus Vaterland,^ 
H. J. liVfZ ^dvis..d that they %/ ere all in favor jf>f Germany but &TZ could 
recciUthat at one time the Bund' dic^ pledge it^i^lT to America Pirst*;.^ ' 

Matz further admitted that lectures given at- rtaus Vaterlc^nd wera against 
England vith a tehdancy to shov/ how En.jland intended to dominate the ^/orld. 
M/iTZ further stated that the i^und did everything possible to prevent England 
and the United Status from getting together in oracr that Germany i/duld be 
protected, yu^ther concerning his rnombvjrship in subject organization l/I/ZiS 
informed ?r2 that he had tx membership, caru and in place of his name, 
there was a number print^a thereon,. hna as far as the records were, concerned 
he >**as cil-^a/s known by his number. !if/rZ admitted th?^t this practice 
appcar<5dVery strange to^him. Concerning' Dr. WILLUKSIT, FA'I2 opinioned 
that the former unit l^-a^^ur /as loj^l to GK;rmcuiy and that the Bund %/as more 
r, detriment than an aid to the United States! 
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s^i^ted that in his visit to Germanjr in 1938 he sought put a veri 
this telegram and in doing this he con;.acted one KIF?,? kBriRICHSira, 
portant Gestapo^ T/hq produced said telegram /or PSTISR GISoIBL ana t>.

On July 1, 1942, IRS>IE /OLTSR ii&TZ, secretary to Dr* OTTO 1fIIiUHF.IT met ' 
vith confiaential source of information r-2 and she advised that she resided 
at 1509 Hoseraonfc 'Avenue, Chicago, Illinois} tliat she i/as born in Jtierliri 
and that she„ became a citizen of the United otates in 1927. Concerning 
her v/ork in Berlin, Mrs • liA^Z aomitted that she had been employed V the 
Admiral »s Staff of the Navy. Questioned 2 s to hov/ she became affiliated 
Y/ith the German Anierican Bund, Mrs. ilATZ advised that she visited Haus 
Vaterland on numerous occasions for social purposes and since the liATZ 
family v/ere in need of money, Mrs. JiATZ suggested to Dr. V/IIiU: SIT that 
she become his secretary. She was aided in ti.is suggestion by the former 
secretary ClMJk K/iTTHSIS. Mrs,. IJ/vTZ admitted that she joined the Bund in 
March of 1938 and that' she \vas a bookkeeper for the ne*y/spapor, the

SAU'^?I5l listed his birth place as Tuebingen, Oena^any and the year, 1900.

Concerning Nasi of f ici/ls^ v^hra SAUTTER met, he admitted that he sa\/ a 
RUDOLPH HESS for a period of about tv/enty-five seconds in Munich in 1939. 
This short period of time did not allow SAUTTER to carry on any conversation 
with HESS but he v/as merely introauced to him. SAUTTIK admitted further 
that he met Nasi officials connected \/ith the Verein iJeutschland Ausland 
3nd these officials advised that the Bund in America was in disfavoritism ^ 
as a result of the i^lriends of New Germany having- paraded around in New York 
much to the' dislike of the State bopartment ana a compl&int was registered 
\7ith the German Commissioner. As a result oa this, tlia German authorities 
promised to have all of the Germaa citisons removed from .sub5.oct organisation. 

SAUTTER: recalled having been summoned before the German Counsel JA3GER 
arid JAEGER entrusted SAU'ITHR with the ^ielicate mission of having non-citiscns 
removed from the i^ichds^of Ncvf Germany. According to* SAUTTER^ these in-^ 
structions, 4 1 SAUTTER '6 request, vreru soi out in writing but after scfvor^il 
days- consideration, SAUTTER decided against following out these orders*. 
SAUTTER gave the date of his application a? October '1937 arid said that 
HIITZ GJSSIBL had left the Chicago Chapter v^ithoUt a leader about this date. 
It is %o be noted, liowever, that SAUTTER "was de:.;initely v/rong concoming^^ 
this date as PRITZ GISSIBL had left Chicago in Deconbor of 1936.. Because 
the Chicago Chapter was without a Unit Leader, SAU^^TSR dff,ered to substitute 
as Chicago Unit L-ador and moreover offered to open a school v/hich no one 
else wished to do. SAUTTER further promised to remain as head of the 
Chicago Chapter for only one month and according to SAOTTHR^S otm ^vrords, ho 
said, ^M\on the year is oVer I*m going to file my second papers and so?ne- 
body else v/ill have to take over that or:ianisation. If you don't have any- 
body then I»m going to step out. 'Taen I stepped out ort May IJ* Ho identi-

He explained that at that time Ix)rain'e vras under 
the German Government, but then it vras returned to France and he came here 
under a German passport .but was admitted under the French quota. He stated 
that he had be§n educated at Soligen in the Rhineland .and that his father 
was a German official, Ijeing one of the five.

T-2 attempted tq gather further information from uxLLUMEIT concerning the 
activities of the O^D- In addition to that \Thich has already boon stated, 
Dr* t/ILLUIiBIT agreed that as head of the Chicago unit of subject organisation 
he T/as honorarjr head of the O.p. and that the members of 1>hc O.D. 'v/ore 
there for the purpose of keeping order and protecting the members at 
public gatherings. Dr. TriLLUliEIT listed one. AKTOIS KIEFER as local ie^ader 
' of the D.D. Dr. VilLLUMKIT v/anted to impress' T-2 v/ith the statement that 
the O.D. 7fas separate* and distinct from the storm troopor of Germany even 
though his duties v;era that of "chief bouncer," .as Dr. T/ILLULaBIT stated 
they could be called.

An interesting- comment to be observed is that Dr. "/ILIAJISSIT gave his 
opinion that both ANTONE KIEFER and. RICHART OHRT, O.D. members, showed 
their loyal American citizenship by joining the Bund, v/hich was instrumental 
in fostering friendship and understanding/ for the nev; Germany in relation 
to the United States. '»Vhon the subject of "New Germany" was brought up, 
Dr. V/ILLUJaEIT^ took issue v;ith T-2 by stating that Nev/ Germany may have 
persecuted the Jews but ndt the Poles or Belgians because the action 
against the two latter groups was the result of military action.

Dr. T/ILLTOEIT admitted that he 
did not know^ what was going on in Germany as he had not been thera in 
tep years^ and T-2 asked him how anyone then could satisfactorily discuss 
relations between two countries ?if one .had no knovdedgc of Germany ^s 
condition or feeling at that time.. 

Dr. ZTLLUIiEIT reviewed the purpose, of Haus Vaterland Corporation by saying 
that pri;narily it was prgarii^iGd so that he could ^makc a living. ^He agreed 
to '9P^ ov/ner^hip of the stock and said that he had invested about ^2,000 
in cash xn the building, v;hich vms valued at approximately $18,000'.

^'flLLUlffilT opiniohod that the above pledge was not so strong as it would 
appear, and he doubted thatsall members took the pledge seriously. V/ILLU1!EIT 
further opinionsd that as things have come to pass he can see that such a 
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pledge is not typically imcrican and is antagonistic to tho purposes and 
very idea of our continued existence as .a melting pot for all of those 
eloniGnts. 

T-2 questioned IVILLUMSIT regarding the ii\THIESSEN incident at one of 
tho lakes in ^^sconsin, v;hich incident related to an individual by the 
name of M:\THIRS3EN ^Yho had jumped into the lake fully clothed in order 
to show that he wa^ obedient to all of tho commands given hf a Bund 
loader • ViTLLUI-EIT advised that hQ had been informed of this incident, 
that "ho Y/as at the Istke at the time it tooK place but that he had given 
no orders to MiTHISSSEM and that v/hat iiook olace vras merely a phildish 
prank •

WESTBROOK to one Mr» MADOLE of the National Renaissance Party. 
These letters are as follows: 

1, Undated letter from CHARLES WESTBROOK to Mr, MADOLE, 
thanking him for LeBlanc pamphlets. Letter indicates WESTBROOK 
was National Renaissance Party, Georgia Chairman^ and that he 
was distributing pamphlets to his mailing list and also to the 
local libraries • VJESTBROOK further indicated that he was work- 
ing on the "STONER" group (apparently referring to J. B. STONER, 
leader of the Christian Anti-Jewish Party); however, indicated 
unable to make contact with them, nor ha'd he been able to obtain 
or learn anything about membership of the Christian Anti-Jewish 
Party, VJESTBROOK indicates that when STONER makes another speech 
in Chattanooga, Tennessee, he will photograph members identified 
by their arm band, and will attempt to identify those persons 
and make contact by that means. WESTBROOK also indicates 

that one LLOYD PRICKE has assured WESTBROOK of support toward 
starting a. party branch in New Orleans and instructed WESTBROOK 
to write to one KENT COURTNEY, VJESTBROOK also requests a 
bulletin on racial segregation when it is printed, and indicates 
that he forwarded samples of literature distributed by various

2. Letter of CHARLES WESTBROOK dated February 13, 1955:, 
addressed to JAMES H. MADOLE, National Director of the 
National Renaissance Party, In this letter VJESTBROOK identi- 
fies himself as the Georgia Party Chairman of the National 
Renaissance Party - Elite Guard. WESTBROOK states that he 
has been in contact with EDVJARD REED FIELDS; however ^ contem- 
plates discontinuing further contact with FIELDS, because 

FIELDS attempted to win WESTBROOK away from the National Renaissance 
Party, so that he might join the Christian An ti- Jewish Party. 
FIELDS, according to WESTBROOK, indicated that WESTBROOK 
belonged to another political party which has no working 
agreement with the Arch Leader of the Christian Anti-Jewish 
Party, therefore, he cannot give him any information. Secondly, 
FIELDS indicated toWESTBROOK that_he has full knowledge of 
the National Renaissance Party's official policy, and that 
it is too weak on the Jewish problem. WESTBROOK comments 
that if FIELDS has full knowledge of the National Renaissance 
Party's basic problem , he must not understand articles in 
the basic program, as they are as strong as you can get on ^ 
the Jewish problem.

WERNECKE admitted having three cans 
of guii powder used to make bullets and he. has 100 
sticks of dynamite on hand on his farm at Huntley, 
Illinois.

JOSEPH BEAi^ABHA IflL* who is quite well known by 
WERNECKE, is about 60 ^ears™of age and resides in Evergreen Park, 
Illinois (exact address unknown) in the basement of the home of 
his son and daughter<-in«-law (name unknown) . BEAUHARNAIS receives 
his mail at Post Office Box 531, Chicago, Illinois* BEAUHARNAIS 
is not employed but formerly was in business at 919 North 
Milwaukee Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, BEAUHARNAIS* wife is deceased, 
BEAUHAjpAIS was formerly head of the now defunct White Circle 
League pf^America, Incorporated, This organization was basically

MANN 
was described as very anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, and is capable 
of performing acts of violence but had no specific information 
reg^ding any activities of MANN in this matter. About a year 
to two years ago, MANN.^askdd, WEBNECKE if he could hold a Ku 
Klux Klah (KKK) meeting on WEBNECKE 's farm in Huntley, Illinois, 
which .WEBNECKE agreed to but no meeting.- was ever held. 

MANN is quite close to Mrs. LYBL CLARK VAN HYNING, 
Head of We the Mothers Mobilize for America, Incorporated. MANN 
and Mrs. VAN HYNING exchange various types of articles that each 
uses. in their own publication. WEBNECKE described Mrs. VAN HYNING 
and her organization as being ^liblently anti-Semitic. 

Early in 1958, MANN had asked WEBNECKE about showing 
him how to set off dynamite which WEBNECKE agreed to do. MANN 
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has never visited the WERNECKE farm to receive any instructions 
in the use of explosives.

PETER. XAVIER, about a year ago had told TTERNECEE 
that he had burned about ten crosses: in and around' Cihcirinati, 
Ohio. \ According to WERNECKE, XAVIER would take two pieces of 
wood fastened in the shape of a cross and dip the wood In alcohol 
before igniting it. XAVIER then hires a. cab to drive him to 
the location where he plans to burn a cross. The only place 
XAVIER mentioned haviiig burned a cross was in front of a Jewish 
Synagogue in Cincinnati. WERNECKE described XAVIER as anti- 
Communist, anti-Negro and anti-Semitic. XAVIER ♦* eludes" to knowledge 
of acts of violence but. he never talked in specifics. As an 
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example, HEBNECKE cited that in conversations XAVIEE says "we 
did this to the Jews" or "we did this to the Niggers". 

. HEBNECKE had no specific knowledge that XAVIEH 
was involved in any acts of violence but felt that he would 
participate in any bombings or attempted bombings if he felt 
it would do 'some good. 

Comments Regarding B ombings 

WEENECKE claimed to be a gun fancier and collector. 
wERNECKE has about six revolver in his collection which consist 
of one S&W Centennial; one 3&W Chief Special; two Combat Master 
Pieces; ,one K .38 with six inch barrel and one Colt Woodsman. 
All of these guns are .38 Caliber except the Colt Woodsman 
which is a .22 Caliber* '■^■Alahp WERNECKE has numerous antique 
pistols and several rifles in his collection. WERNECKE enjoys 
target shooting on his farm in Huntley,. Illinois and this is 
his hobby.. WERNECKE has three cans of gun< powder on his farm 
which he uses to make his own bullets. 

WERNECEE also has 100 sticks^ of dynaiDite and numerous 
dynamite caps stored on. his f airm. WERNECKE has used dynamite 
for blasting stumps and for draining ponds on. his farm. .WERNECKE 
claimed that 100. sticks.of dynamite is not an .unusually large 
amount of dynamite to have on hand and that any farmer can buy 
dynamite and keep' it stored on his farm. 

The only place which WERNECKE has used dynamite 
is on his farm and WERNECKE has never engaged, in any bombings 
or attempted bombings anywhere in the United States, WERNECKE 
claimed he has. never made any bombs for anyone else and has 
no knowledge of any bombings or attempted bombings of any place 
or individual. 

WERNECKE had no idea as to who committed the bombing 
of the Jewish synagogue in Peoria, Illinois, on October 14, 1958. 
To the best of WEENECKE»s recollection he was in Chicago during 
the period of time of October 11-14, 1958, 

WERNECKE believed that the bombings and attemi>ted 
bombings that hayecjocctfrired in the. South were not caused by any- 
one traveling interstatie to do these acts of violence. Instead 
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each* County in the South has its own "local hot head^ who hfe 
believpd were responsible; for these bombings • WERNECKE .believed 
that the action taken, by 'local hot head^ against Jewish syna»- 
gogues, people "^of the Jewish faith, and the Negroes is hatred 
that is a cari^.over from the. days of the Ciyil.

ESPIONAGE 

On April 20, 1965, KENNETH CHAMBERLAIN, Chief of 
Police, Skokie, Illinois, furnished the writer with a copy 
of fingerprints of one JOHN MILLER, 4526 Sheridan Road, 
Chicago, Illinois, which appeared on an application for a 
chauffeur's license that MILLER had attempted to obtain on 
April 10, 1963, in order to be eligible to drive a taxicfor 
the Skokie Red Top Cab Company, 8300 Christiana, Skokie, 
Illinois. These prints had been sent to the Identification 
Division of the FBI and had been returned with a stamp on 
the back stating "no arrest record, April 16, 1963". Chief 
CHAMBERLAIN stated that he felt certain that JOHN MILLER is 
actually WILLIAM BERNARD WERNECKE, who had recently died in 
the VA Hospital, 333 East Huron, Chicago. He pointed out 
that apparently the Identification Division had missed these 
prints during their search and felt sure that the FBI would 
have had prints of WERNECKE in its files in Washington. He 
added that he has reference to believe that WERNECKE was in 
some way involved in the murder of a girl named TURNER in 
Morton Grove, Illinois, in 1964. 

On April 21, 1965, the writer contacted Mr. J, G. 
SHALDAj Assistant Registrar at the above VA Hospital, to 
inquire what formalities would be necessary to check the 
property left by WERNECKE. Mr. SHALDA pointed out that 
WERNECKE died on March 29, 1965, of a heart ailment after 
having spent some time in this hospital for psychiatric 
care. Inasmuch as V/ERNECKE left no known relatives, the 
hospital had kept all of the property left by WERNECKE in a 
box in their supply room. He stated that all that would be 
necessary to inspect this property would be a written request 
from any agent or police officer who desired to inspect it. 
He also stated that in the event an agent wished to take this 
property to the office, he could do so if specifically

fir. SHALDA p'erniitteld the writei* to make a cursory 
examination of the property left by WERNECKE> and it was 
deteitmined that there was cojasiderable written material in 
WERNECKB^s handwriting and an address book with numerous 
names and telephone numbers. A chauffeur ^s license from 
Slcokie, Illinois, with WERNECKE's picture on it bearing the 
name JOHN MILLER and other numei*ous records were found. 11; 
ytas noted that there was a Social Security Card bearing 
number 345-38.-7163 with the nama JOHN MILL^, ^526 Sherid|an 
Road^ Chicago, Illinois. 

The ivritten, material was not examined by the 
wjciter; ho*ev.er^ it was. noted that one of the first names in 
WERIJECKE^s address book was the name TURNER. 

Xt is sug:gested that a thorough review of this 
material may possibly reveal pertinent names or information, 
that v;Ould be iiseful to this office. In the event it is 
desix^ed to Inspect this material, it is sugge§t4d thatllr.
